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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The Amendment filed by Applicant on 09/13/2005 has been 
entered. 

Response to Amendment/Arguments 

2. Applicants amendment and arguments filed on 09/13/2005 
have been fully considered and they are found unpersuasive . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Sakamoto et al . , Pub. No. US 2002/0137869 
(hereinafter "Sakamoto"). See Abstract; pages 2-3; Example 1. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 
Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 
establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2 . Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and 
the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent 
art . 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the 
application indicating obviousness or nonobviousness . 



7. Claim 6 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sakamoto in view of Matsuda et al . , U.S. 
Patent No. 6,020,450 (hereinafter "Matsuda"). Sakamoto differs 
from claim in that Sakamoto does not teach a second silane 
combined with an aminopropyltrimethoxysilane or 
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aminopropyltriethoxysilane . Matsuda teaches in analogous art 
the use of glycidoxypropyltrimethoxysilane . See Matsuda, col. 
11, lines 20-23. In view of Matsuda, one having an ordinary 
skill in the art would be motivated to modify Sakamoto by using 
a second silane (e.g., glycidoxypropyltrimethoxysilane) . Such 
modification would be obvious because one would expect that the 
use of a silane compound as taught by Sakamoto would be 
similarly useful and applicable to the room temperature curable 
composition taught in Matsuda. 

8. According to Applicants, Sakamoto fails to disclose or 
suggest the use of component (B) - However, Sakamoto teaches 
oligomers having carbonyl units.
